The Graduate Club met in University Hall, 
Friday evening, for the first time since the elec- 
tion of the new officers for the year 1904-5- 
In the absence of the President and Vice Pres- 
ident, the Secretary, Mr. E. Russell Alden, 
presided. After a brief business meeting, Dr. 
Carroll and Dr. Hopkins made short but stir- 
ring addresses. The club then yielded the 
floor to Mr. Henry R. Evans, a former student 
of the University, who entertained them de- 
lightfully with an exhibition of parlor magic. 
The meeting closed with a rising vote of 
thanks to Mr. Evans, and all present voted the 
occasion a great success. 

The University [Congress 

•v 

The session of the University Congress, 
last Saturday evening was well attended. The 
bill to establish a whipping post in the District 
of Columbia for the punishment of “wife- 
beaters’' and persons guilty of petty larceny, 
was the measure before the house for discus- 
sion. Several of those who have recently 
joined the Congress, made arguments in 
favor of, or opposed to, the measure, which 
were creditable in the extreme, and as some of 
the best material on the Intercollegiate Debate 
teams during the past few years, has come 
from the Congress, we are assured that record 
will be maintained. 

It was thoroughly demonstrated that a 
measure although upon its face, non-produc- 
tive of argument, provided that the impres- 
sion is conveyed that the speaker has a per- 
sonal interest in his subject. 

Although the “anti-wife-beaters” were in- 
spired by the presence of members of the fair 
sex, they were unable to secure the passage 
of the measure. The final vote being, Ayes, 9 ; 
nays, 7, with several not voting. Before ad- 
journment Mr. Rickard, of Hawaii, was elect- 
ed speaker for the ensuing term. 

At the meeting next Saturday evening the 
following bill will be considered : 

Be it enacted by the University Congress 
in regular session assembled that the postal 
laws are hereby amended and the Postmaster 
General is authorized to fcsue regulation for 
the reception and transmission of parcels and 
packages through the mails, provided the ac- 


tual weights of each parcel or package does 
not exceed twenty-five pounds. He is further 
authorized to promulgate a tariff regulating 
the chafges for transportation of such par- 
cels and packages. 

In charge of the measure will be Mr. Ken- 
nedy, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Moore, of 
Tennessee. Opposition to the bill will be lead 
by Mr. Farley, of Tennessee, and Mr. Yellott, 
of Virginia.

I. It would enable the common people to

II. It would greatly accelerate other mail 
order industry. 

III. It would build a system of circulating 
libraries which would grow t: proportions 
equal with the great circulations of national 
magazines. 

IV. Other countries have adopted it with 
success. 

V. The present rural delivery, costing 
twenty millions annually could be advanta- 
geously used in connection with parcel deliv- 
ery. 

The establishment of the parcel post is un- 
desirable because: 

I. It would render further aid to aggre- 
gate of capital to oppress the smaller merchant 
and manufacturer. 

(a) The merchant in the small town would 
be driven out of business. 

(b) It would eliminate the small manufac- 
turer. 

(c) Department stores and catalogue 
houses would further monopolize the trade. 

(d) Centralization in business should be 
checked. 

II. Its partial success in foreign countries 
is no reason for its adoption in the United 
States.
